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Home for 
new-look 
market is 
in sight 

PLANS to give the histor¬ 
ic Walsall Market a £1.75 
million revamp are forging 
ahead after councillors gave 
the nod to give it a perma¬ 
nent home. 

The 800-year-old market 
situated across The Bridge, 
Park Street, Bradford 
Street, Lower Hall Lane and 
Digbeth was subject to tem¬ 
porary planning permission 
which was due to end next 
month. But Walsall Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee has 
now approved a permanent 
home for the market, which 
will be based around The 
Bridge. 

The new-look market 
would be downsized to 70 
stalls and it will operate up 
to seven days a week. 

A food zone would be cre¬ 
ated and the stalls will also 
be demountable so when 
the market is not operating 
it can act as a public open 
space. 

Planning committee 
chairman, Councillor Fred 
Westley said: “It’s a step 
forward for the centre of 
the town. Not everyone is in 
favour but, given the pres¬ 
ent circumstances and the 
investment taking place in 
the town, the vast major¬ 
ity of the people in Walsall 
will welcome retaining it in 
some form.” 

As part of the plans, the 
Sister Dora statue will need 
to be slightly repositioned. 

Block path 
calls made 

CALLS have been made for 
a footpath to be closed off 
amid concerns over crime. 
There are concerns over the 
alleyway between Kewstoke 
Road and Moxhull Close, 
New Invention. 

Willenhall Lib Dems are 
now asking Walsall Council 
to close the route which they 
believe is an escape route for 
petty criminals. 

Councillor Ian Shires 
said: “The health and well 
being of those living in con¬ 
stant fear of petty crime has 
to be the council’s first pri¬ 
ority.” 


PREGNANT TEEN 
FIGURES IN FAIL 


FIGURES that show a fall in teenage 
pregnancies in Walsall have been 
welcomed, but the borough still has 
the highest number of teenagers giv¬ 
ing birth in the Black Country. 

The latest data shows a fall in the number 
of conceptions among under 18s from 46.9 per 
1,000 in 2012 to 36.8 per 1,000 in 2013. 


Councillor Rose Martin, 
who serves on the council’s 
teen pregnancy strategic ad¬ 
visory committee has backed 
funding being secured for a 
team to tackle the issue. 

Councillor Martin said: 
“Walsall is moving in the 
right direction. 

“This equates to an over¬ 
all reduction of 45.2 per cent 
since 1998. 

“I have for the last 10 
years taken a very keen in¬ 
terest in reducing teen preg¬ 
nancies across Walsall. 

Informed 

“It’s all about raising 
awareness and expectations. 

“The team tries to say to 
the young ladies that there 
is more to life than being a 
mother at 16 or 18. 

“It’s all right to have a 
career and be a mother, but 
you don’t have to be a mom 
at such a young age. 

“It’s also about giving our 
children an informed choice 
for their future.

“As the teen pregnancy 
champion I am delighted 
with these results, and I 
thank the team for all their 
hard work, well done.” 

She explained that coun¬ 
cil officers and committee 
members go into schools in 
hotspot wards to give talks 
to pupils about the issue. 

Blakenall and parts of 
Willenhall are among the 
areas where high pregnancy 
rates are a serious issue. 

Councillor Martin said 
that she had been told that 
the service will not be sub¬ 
ject to a £30,000 budget cut 
and that the cost will be met 
by Public Health England.

History 
centre's 
hours cut 
criticised 

THE decision to cut hours 
at a Black Country history 
centre will be detrimental, a 
councillor has warned. 

Walsall Local History 
Centre in Essex Street will 
open up to five fewer hours 
a day under council cuts to 
save £70,000. 

Two of the nine staff who 
work at the centre which 
runs on Tuesdays, Wednes¬ 
days, Thursdays and Sat¬ 
urdays are leaving through 
voluntary redundancy. 

Ward councillor and 
mayor Pete Smith said it 
was a well-established and 
well-used facility and con¬ 
demned the move. 

He said: “It is detrimental 
and it is bad news they are 
cutting down the hours. 

“They are chipping away 
at everything. 

“I just hope cutting back 
the staff isn’t a nail in the 
coffin.” 

The changes will come 
into force from April 7 and 
will mean there will no 
longer be staffing in the re¬ 
ception area. 

A message posted on the 
Walsall Local History Cen¬ 
tre facebook page from cen¬ 
tre manager Ruth Vyse said: 
“We would appreciate your 
continued support of our 
service which is very much 
valued and your continuing 
input to how our services 
could be improved.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
a former manager of Rushall 
Olympic and Chasetown Foot¬ 
ball Club who died aged 68. 

Cliff Painter, known as 
‘Bodger’, first became asso¬ 
ciated with Rushall Olympic 
for the start of the 1984-85 
campaign when he took up 
the reins of manager at Dales 
Lane following a successful 
spell with rivals Armitage. 


He left the club a year later 
but made a popular return to 
Dales Lane for the 1988-89 
season as he linked up with 
new manager Bill Challenor 
as his assistant, finishing 5th 
position in the West Midlands 
(Regional) League Premier Di¬ 
vision. 

The Pics posted on their 
website: “With a tremendous 
knowledge of the non-league 


football scene he will always be 
fondly remembered at Rushall 
Olympic and will be greatly 
missed. Rest in peace Cliff.” 

Mr Painter eventually left 
at the end of season 1991-92 
following a successful period 
for the club. 

He then went on to become 
part of Benny Brown’s man¬ 
agement team at rivals Cha¬ 
setown during the mid 1990s.

Nearly fifth 
lose out over 
school choice 

ONE in five children in Wal¬ 
sall failed to secure a place 
at their first choice second¬ 
ary school for September, it 
has been revealed. 

A total of 77 per cent of 
pupils got their top choice 
while 93 per cent got a place 
at a school listed in their top 
three choices. 

Walsall’s children’s ser¬ 
vices and education boss, 
Councillor Barbara Cassidy 
said: “This year we were 
able to give 77 per cent of 
families their first second¬ 
ary school preference and 
overall 93 per cent were of¬ 
fered one of their top three 
preferences. 

“This is an important pro¬ 
cess for all families and we 
make every effort to take 
account of the preferences 
that parents express. 

“It’s slightly lower than 
in previous years, however 
this is in line with the trend 
across the West Midlands.” 

Meanwhile in Wolver¬ 
hampton, four in five pupils 
got their first choice second¬ 
ary school placement for 
September and 94 per cent 
got a place at one of their 
other choices. 

Elsewhere in the Black 
Country, 82 per cent of Dud¬ 
ley youngsters got their first 
preference, although the 
lowest is in Sandwell, with 
just 74 per cent.

Now Nathan Black, of 
Brownhills, must wait for 
the outcome of more tests to 
see whether his friend needs 
to be treated. 

The two pals hope that 
the operation can still go 
ahead, but it could be held 
back by months. Father- 
of-three Nathan, aged 45, 
has already had his hopes 
dashed when his body re¬ 
jected the kidney that his 
mother Adrienne donated. 

But Stuart, 46, who has 
been friends with Nathan 
for 12 years, offered to do¬ 
nate one of his own kidneys. 

After tests revealed that 
he was both a tissue and 
blood match, doctors were 
ready to go ahead. However, 
final tests revealed cysts on 
Stuart’s kidney and liver. 

They could be harmless 
and often develop in middle 
age - but they need to be 
checked out by specialists. 

Nathan said: “We need 
to wait for the results of 
another test to see whether 
Stuart needs treatment. We 
were really close to going 
ahead with the operation 
and prior to this he had got 
the green light,” he said. 

“They need to make sure 
that they don’t take out 
a kidney that there could 
be problems with later,” 
he said. In 2005, Nathan’s 
kidneys began to fail after 
he picked up a disease that 
went undiagnosed. 

He received the trans¬ 
plant from his 70-year-old 
mother last February. 

But just two weeks before 
he was due to be given the 
final all-clear, he started 
suffering complications.

Winnick 
hits out at 
moves on 
fox-hunts 

MOVES to change the ban 
on fox hunting with dogs is 
being opposed by veteran 
Walsall MP David Winnick, 
who says that the practice 
is not part of what would 
be considered a ‘civilised 
society’. 

Conservatives will offer 
MPs a vote on repealing the 
ban if they win the general 
election on May 7, David 
Cameron has promised. 

Mr Cameron said he 
would call a free vote on a 
government bill passed by 
the former Labour admin¬ 
istration in 2004, which 
banned the use of dogs to 
hunt foxes and other wild 
mammals in England and 
Wales. 

Walsall North MP David 
Winnick said: “I am strongly 
opposed to the ban on fox 
hunting being changed. The 
Prime Minister has said 
that a Tory government will 
try to overturn the ban. 

“All the evidence indi¬ 
cates that the large majority 
support the ban, and I am 
glad this is so. 

“It would, in my view, be 
totally wrong to restore a 
barbaric form of sporting. 

“Fox control is certainly 
necessary in many places, 
but being chased and torn to 
pieces by hounds is not the 
way to go about the matter 
in a civilised society.”

Borough 
near top 
for costly 
utilities 

FAMILIES in the West 
Midlands will overspend on 
their energy bills by £354 
million this year. 

According to new re¬ 
search, £3.4 billion is being 
unnecessarily spent on en¬ 
ergy across the UK due to 
variable tariffs. 

Unsurprisingly, London 
tops a list of 100 cities and 
major towns with the big¬ 
gest overspends. But it’s 
Dudley that comes in 13th 
place with £21.8m, followed 
by Walsall in 19th place 
with £20m, Wolverhampton 
in 22nd with £18.5m and 
Stafford in 65th with £9.6m. 

In total, 70 per cent of the 
Big Six energy company cus¬ 
tomers are overpaying by an 
average of £235 per year in 
the UK when compared to 
the cheapest fixed tariffs on 
the market. 

Independent energy com¬ 
pany First Utility said the 
research it commissioned 
showed that 80 per cent of 
bill payers would find it use¬ 
ful to have more informa¬ 
tion about cheaper tariffs 
from their existing supplier 
and those from others in the 
market. 

A similar percentage also 
said that more transparent 
bills and more information 
about the best tariffs avail¬ 
able would increase their 
level of trust in energy com¬ 
panies.

Fears over patriots group's EDL march plan

A GROUP that has supported the Eng¬ 
lish Defence League is planning a march 
through Bloxwich, sparking fears of a re¬ 
peat of the violent scenes at a protest in the 
borough three years ago. 

Members of the Walsall Patriots want to 
hold a memorial walk in Bloxwich to mark 
the second anniversary of the murder of sol¬ 
dier Lee Rigby by Islamic extremists. 

The group claims on social network Face- 
book it has invited more than 5,000 sup¬ 
porters of the EDL to the event on May 23. 

Fears have been raised by local council¬ 
lors and MP David Winnick that the walk 


could lead to violence. Councillor Shaun 
Fitzpatrick, of Bloxwich East, said: “De¬ 
spite the pleas by Lee Rigby’s family and by 
the Ministry of Defence for extremists not 
to exploit his death for political purposes, 
this group seems intent on doing just that 
and by doing so they dishonour his memory. 

“The last time the EDL came to Walsall 
we saw police officers being injured, busi¬ 
ness premises attacked and 30 EDL sup¬ 
porters being sentenced to over 60 years for 
their violent offences. We don’t want to see 
a repeat of that in Bloxwich.” 

West Midlands Police confirmed that it 


has been made aware of a ‘possible event 
being planned for May 23’. It added that 
officers had held talks with the organisers 
and given advice about making a formal ap¬ 
plication to the council for such an event. 

An EDL protest in Walsall town centre 
in September 2012 resulted in ugly scenes 
as the violence which forced businesses to 
close and bus and taxis services to be sus¬ 
pended. 

More than 500 EDL supporters descended 
on Leicester Street with hundreds of people 
also joining a counter protest by the Unite 
Against Fascism group on the same day.

Library to 
make room 
for police 

AN empty room at a library 
in Walsall is being convert¬ 
ed into a mini base for the 
police in a bid to keep more 
bobbies on the beat. 

Unused space at New 
Invention Library will be 
turned into a rest room and 
canteen for local police of¬ 
ficers. 

The move is being spear¬ 
headed by Walsall Council, 
with bosses saying they 
want to keep bobbies on the 
beat in light of budget cuts. 

They say the space will 
allow officers to stay close 
to their patrol areas instead 
of travelling back to Dar- 
laston Police Station, im¬ 
proving response times and 
strengthening police pres¬ 
ence in the area. 

Walsall Council leader 
Sean Coughlan said: “Due 
to government cuts, Willen- 
hall Police station is set to 
close, leading to fears the 
police presence will decline. 

“According to the West 
Midland’s Police Federa¬ 
tion, we have lost over 17 
per cent of beat officers, so 
it is understandably local 
people are concerned their 
local bobby will not be there 
to protect the community.”

Growing school in hall and rooms bid 


A SCHOOL in Walsall has lodged 
plans to build a new multi-purpose 
hall and changing rooms after al¬ 
most doubling the amount of pupils 
it takes in the past 60 years. 

The plans, which have been sub¬ 
mitted to Walsall Council, are for 
Mayfield Preparatory School. 

The current school hall was built 
in the 1950s and has been described 
as ‘not fit for purpose’. The school, 


in Sutton Road, had around 120 
pupils when the hall was built but 
there are now more than 200 stu¬ 
dents. 

According to the plans, the new 
hall would have a sprung wooden 
floor and be used for indoor sports, 
music concerts, drama productions, 
parent workshops and prize-giving 
events. It would include tiered, re¬ 
tractable seating and there would 


be separate changing facilities for 
boys, girls, male and female staff. 

A report states: “The school has 
outgrown the existing hall built in 
the 1950s. Mayfield Preparatory 
School needs a new school hall, a 
facility to cater for the activities 
which take place in this thriving 
centre of education. We need to pro¬ 
vide a modern multi-purpose hall 
which is fit for our pupils, staff and 


parents in the 21st century.” The 
report says that due to health and 
safety considerations, only half a 
class is able to do gymnastics in the 
hall at one time and pupils have to 
change in classrooms for PE due to 
the lack of facilities. 

It added: “As the hall is also used 
for drama and music, sometimes 
ballet classes have to take place in 
the art and technology room.” 


Major works at J10 
will take two years 


THE transformation of the M6 junction 10 is¬ 
land will take two years to complete - and 
won’t get started until at least 2017. 

The roundabout is being revamped under £60 mil¬ 
lion plans to tackle years of congestion problems in 
and out of Walsall. Lanes going over the motorway 
will be increased from two to four under plans to 
rebuild the .bridges and improve traffic flow.

also involves widening the 
M6 slip roads and improving 
the Wolverhampton Road 
and Bloxwich Lane junction. 

There will also be some 
modification work to the 
Black Country Route as in 
a bid to improve traffic flow. 

Walsall Council and the 
Highways Agency are lead¬ 
ing on the ambitious scheme 
which has received Govern¬ 
ment funding. Work is an¬ 
ticipated to start within the 
2017/18 financial year, and 
expected to take two years 
to finish, with highways 
bosses vowing to try and 
minimise disruption. 

Traffic regularly builds 
up along Wolverhampton 
Road and the Black Country 
Route which lead up to the 
M6, causing long delays dur¬ 
ing peak travel periods. 

Around 160,000 motorists 
a day use the busy stretch 
of the motorway and it is 
hoped the project will im¬ 
prove traffic in the area. 

Transport chief, council¬ 
lor Lee Jeavons said: “This 
is known as one of the bus¬ 
iest junctions in the entire 
country, with thousands of 


vehicles passing through 
junction 10 during the bus¬ 
iest hours of the day. 

“This is going to be a big 
scheme and we have several 
years to plan for the works, 
so there is nothing imme¬ 
diate for people to worry 
about. We believe that it will 
make a major contribution 
to relieve congestion on the 
motorway and surrounding 
areas. If we don’t address 
the congestion now, it will 
only get worse.” 

A report has been pro¬ 
duced from Matt Crowton, 
transportation strategy 
and policy manager, for the 
council’s business, employ¬ 
ment and local economy 
scrutiny panel. 

He said: “Traffic manage¬ 
ment arrangements have 
not yet been finalised until 
much closer to construction, 
but both Walsall Council 
and the Highways Agency 
will work together closely to 
minimise disruption to Wal¬ 
sall residents, businesses 
and visitors during the con¬ 
struction period.” 


Car park set for return 

FORMER council car park land in Walsall town centre will 
be brought back into use after plans were given the go- 
ahead. The site at the junction of Town Hill and Upper 
Rushall Street is to become a private car park. 

Lyndon House Hotel put forward the application to take 
on the land and create eight spaces for visitors and staff. 
Following road improvements near St Matthews Church 
and Upper Rushall Street, some of the council car park 
was left vacant. It comes after a review of parking with 
the council recently agreeing that spaces off Dudley Street 
could be taken over privately.

A GOLD medal stolen dur¬ 
ing a burglary at the home 
of former heptathlete Kelly 
Sotherton has been recov¬ 
ered from a postbox. 

The medal, won by So¬ 
therton at the 2006 Com¬ 
monwealth Games in 
Melbourne, was dumped 
in the pillar box within 24 
hours of a media appeal on 
BBCl’s Crimewatch. The 
medal was among several 
personal items stolen from 
the retired athlete’s home 
overnight between Febru¬ 
ary 17 and 18 as she slept 
upstairs. 

A spokesman for West 
Midlands Police said a 
postal worker found the 
gold medal while emptying 
a postbox at the junction of 
Springfield Road and Fowler 
Road in Sutton Coldfield. 

In a posting on her Twit¬ 
ter account, Sotherton, who 
retired in 2012, informed 
her 43,000 followers: “My 
medal was found in a post- 
box the morning after @ 
BBCCrimewatch ... what a 
great result! #found.” 

Other items, including 
further medals, have yet to 
be traced and detectives are 
still appealing for informa¬ 
tion.

Owner hits out at driver after pet injured

A DISABLED dog owner watched in 
horror as his beloved pet was hit by 
a car and dragged along the road in a 
hit and run. Paul Jones was walking 
rescue dog Toby, his springer spaniel, 
along Bentley Lane in Walsall on Sat¬ 
urday, February 28. 

When he stepped onto the zebra 
crossing, just outside The Alma Inn, 
Mr Jones claims a car came speeding 
along, failed to stop and struck Toby. 

The dog was then dragged along 
the road underneath as the vehicle 
sped off, also injuring Mr Jones who 
was holding his lead. He suffered 
bruising from incident. 

Mr Jones recalled the dramatic mo¬ 
ment his dog was hit by the car. 

“It was horrendous,” he said. “I got 


to the zebra crossing and was half¬ 
way out with Toby and my other dog 
Buster, when suddenly a car appeared 
from nowhere. 

“It hit Toby head on and his lead 
was ripped from my hand. 

“He went right under the car. I ran 
over and screamed at the driver to 
stop but he just told me to go away.” 

Mr Jones ran after the car and 
when Toby finally became unstuck he 
dragged him to safety. Locals came to 
Mr Jones’s aid and by chance a vet 
was passing and stopped to help. 
Toby was taken to a PDSA hospital 
and miraculously survived, but suf¬ 
fered bruised lungs, a dislocated leg 
and hip. 

Mr Jones, aged 61, who lives in 


Bentley, said: “Who does that? I was 
in bits and the driver just took off. 
It could have been me lying on the 
ground if it was seconds later.” 

Mr Jones, who suffers from breath¬ 
ing problems and severe arthritis in 
his neck and shoulder, said he was 
grateful to the onlookers who came to 
his and Toby’s aid, offering blankets 
and support. 

He said the car that hit Toby was a 
silver Corsa and it was being driven 
by an Asian man with three male 
passengers. West Midlands Police 
spokeswoman Catherine Hickman 
confirmed officers were investigation 
a non-stop road traffic collision and 
that minor injuries to a man and a 
dog was the result.

Mrs Grainger added: “We 
are very hopeful of being 
able to deliver a single her¬ 
itage centre for Walsall bor¬ 
ough and working with the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, we 
are hoping to submit a stage 
one bid in June.”

STAND by your beds. At last, a 
bit of common sense from the 
governing classes. 

First of all, Communities Sec¬ 
retary Eric Pickles has told traffic 
wardens to give people 10 min¬ 
utes leeway before hitting them 
with parking tickets. And now 
Dudley Council has announced 
it will remove two bus lanes from 
Halesowen. 

Frankly, if it was up to me we 
would get rid of traffic wardens 
altogether. 

Around 10 years ago 
Bridgnorth found itself without 
a traffic warden, and the town 
didn’t collapse into anarchy. 

A few people parked on the 
pavement, and the one-hour lim¬ 
it in the High Street was routinely 
ignored, but did it mark the end 
of civilisation? Hardly. 

The money saved from get¬ 
ting rid of all the traffic wardens 
would pay for more police, who 
could deal with the small number 
of serious parking violations. 

And while we’re about it, let’s 
get rid of all bus lanes. Look I 
have nothing against buses, in 
the past week I have used them 
twice. What I don’t accept is that 
boarding a vehicle which hap¬ 
pens to have two floors and a 
staircase somehow makes me 
more virtuous than other road 
users. 

And let’s be honest. By far the 
majority of people who use bus¬ 
es tend not to be in a hurry. Dur¬ 
ing my two journeys last week, 
the passengers broadly fell into 
one of two categories: retired 
people doing their shopping, 
and teenagers on their way back 
from the local comprehensive. 

The elderly folk didn’t look to 
be in any sort of rush, I would 
say they probably enjoyed hav¬ 
ing time for a natter. And the 
rowdy schoolkids, who made 
up the majority of the passen¬ 
gers, were definitely in no hurry 
to get to their destination early. 
Less time to throw sweets at the 
podgy lad at the front. 

And me? Well I had taken the 
day off work to take my car into 
the garage. So I wasn’t in a hurry 
either. 

However, the people in the 
surrounding cars and vans were 
in a hurry. People driving to and 
from work. Delivery drivers, 
white van men, truckers. The 
people whose work pays the 
taxes which subsidise the buses 
in the first place. And they were 
stuck in the traffic queues while 
the bus glided through its desig¬ 
nated lane.Of course, the people 
responsible for the bus lanes 
don’t see it like that. They doubt¬ 
less take the view that by incon¬ 
veniencing motorists, they make 
public transport more attractive. 
But do they really expect the 
washing machine repair man to 
start loading his tools onto the 
bus? How would they feel if the 
fishmonger started carting his 
wares up the stairs of the No. 7? 

One of these days, the govern¬ 
ing classes will realise motorists 
are not some sort of dissident 
group that needs to be curtailed, 
just ordinary people going about 
their business.

TV station gets 
off to shaky start

faced by Big Station TV 
following its recent launch 

DODGY sound, a row over 
Crossroads royalties and a 
launch show that was more 
corporate video than glitz and 
glamour. 

The newest Freeview TV channel 
dedicated to the West Midlands has 
not exactly got off to the smoothest 
of starts. 

Big Centre TV’s idea of a big opening 
night consisted of interviews with some 
of its executives sitting in front of their 
computers and discussing a business 
plan before the station was blessed by a 
clergyman. 

Veteran broadcaster Bob Hall’s news 
bulletin on Saturday was filmed by a 
camera that seemed to have zoomed out 
as far as it would go until someone real¬ 
ised and hit the button in a panic. 

And the sound was, at some stages, so 
poor it may as well have been recorded 
with a hairdryer by the microphone. 

But some teething problems are inevi¬ 
table, particularly given that it has only 
been three months since bosses were told 
they even had a licence. 

And for all the glitches, there are cur¬ 
rently a lot of young and keen people 
cutting their teeth in an increasingly 
competitive profession, making pro¬ 
grammes in the West Midlands. It also 
promotes local musicians, giving them 
an audience and reach they would never 
had had otherwise. 

Big Centre, which is based in Walsall’s 
Goldmine Centre, is funded mostly by 
adverts. 

It is not the mighty BBC. Nor is trying 
to be. It is a group of people finding their 
feet on the rather prominent position of 
Channel 8 on the Freeview network. Big

Centre has acquired 3,000 episodes of 
the classic Midlands soap, Crossroads, 
and shows it three times a day. 

Yet it is already facing controversy as 
some of the cast are not happy at get¬ 
ting royalties reportedly as low as £1.25 
per episode. 

Paul Henry, aged 68, who played 
Benny Hawkins, said he had not been 
involved in any negotiations, adding: 
“I don’t want it to go out. I don’t want 
anything shown with me in it.” 

Other cast members, such as Jane 
Rossington, who played Jill Richardson 
in the soap, are actively promoting its 
re-run on Big Centre. 

Chris Perry, channel director, says: 
“It’s nothing to do with us. It’s a dis¬ 
cussion that would need to be had with 


ITV. We’ve bought the episodes off 
them and paid the price we agreed.” 

Mr Perry urges people to bear with 
Big Centre TV, saying it is having the 
same sort of early days troubles as big¬ 
ger stations. “When BBC Two launched 
it was blacked out,” he says. “When 
Channel 5 launched, lots of people could 
not even receive it. It’s a learning curve 
to get things right and we’re listening 
to what people say.” 

There are no viewing figures cur¬ 
rently available but Big Centre TV can 
be accessed by around two million peo¬ 
ple. Mr Perry says he would be happy to 
get 400,000 regular viewers, although 
there are complaints from some people 
on Twitter saying they can’t pick it up. 

“We aren’t trying to do the same sto¬ 


ries as the BBC,” he says. “We talk to 
their news editors in Birmingham every 
day to make sure we aren’t duplicating 
content. 

“We’re doing 55 hours a week of new 
programming, from 7am to midnight. 
That’s more ambitious than London 
Live, the equivalent local TV channel in 
the capital, when it launched.” 

That new programming includes The 
David Hamilton Show, presented by the 
man Ken Dodd dubbed Diddy. 

The show I watched involved him 
talking about music, including Top of 
the Pops, when the biggest scandal was 
about artists miming rather than what 
one of its most infamous presenters was 
up to. Of course, the programme did not 
gloss over that either and there was an 
acknowledgement of how Jimmy Savile 
had wooed people and hidden behind his 
charm. 

“He didn’t have pals among the other 
DJs. Although we heard rumours, you 
couldn’t act on them,” said Diddy while 
talking to former TOTP host Pete Mur¬ 
ray, aged 89. 

Then there’s Bostin’ Bear, a pro¬ 
gramme for kids, and wrestling, bowls, 
darts and ice hockey for sports-lovers. 

It’s not fair to critique Big Centre’s 
production values without acknowledg¬ 
ing that a lot of work has had to take 
place in a very short space of time. 

Yes, some of the programmes such as 
Sunday night’s The 8 Team look like 
they’re presented by teenagers. But 
that’s because they are. 

And it’s fantastic that a group of 
young people from Walsall Studio School 
are getting to develop their skills on a 
TV channel that sits right next to BBC 
Three, where many of their contempo¬ 
raries might go for an evening’s enter¬ 
tainment. 

No-one else would be able to offer 
these young people such a prominent 
platform. And over time, if all goes well, 
they will grow in confidence and might 
really give the bigger boys of the Beeb a 
run for their considerable money.

“I’VE unblocked the logjam,” 
declared David Cameron in the 
living room of the house he was 
visiting. “Blimey,” I thought. 
“That’s multi-tasking.” 

That is, until I realised he was 
on about the leaders’ debates 
rather than the downstairs loo. 
We were in a showhome in Can¬ 
nock where lots of people have 
made use of the coalition’s Help 
to Buy programme.

College's apprentice boost 


TRIBUTES have flooded in 
following the death of for¬ 
mer Saddlers manager Dave 
Mackay, who has died at the 
age of 80. 

Mackay, who managed the club 
from March 1977 to August 1978, 
also played for Tottenham, Hearts 
and Scotland during his success¬ 
ful career. 

In a statement released by Walsall 
FC, the club said: “Former Walsall FC 
manager, Dave Mackay, has passed 
away at the age of 80. Our thoughts 
go out to his family at this sad time. 
RIP.” Mackay was born in Edinburgh 
on November 14, 1934. He made more 
more than 800 appearances at various 
levels despite breaking the same leg 
twice. 

His spell at Walsall saw the Sad¬ 
dlers finish sixth in Division Three 
and reach the fifth round of the FA 
Cup in 1977/78. He stayed at the club’s 
previous ground, Fellows Park, for 14 
months, leaving in 1978 to coach in 
Kuwait. In April 1989 he came back 
to the West Midlands, taking charge 
of struggling Birmingham City but in 
January 1991 he lost his job at St An¬ 
drews, being replaced a month later by 
Lou Macari. 

The 22-cap Scotland international, 
who was part of Spurs’ 1961 dou¬ 
ble-winning team, passed away at 
hospital in Nottingham last Monday. 
Supporters have been leaving their 
own tributes to him on Walsall FC’s 
Facebook page. 

Neil Malin wrote: “Was the manager 
when I went to my first Walsall match 
37 years ago versus Peterborough. I 
had the Dave Mackay red silk scarf 
with green tassels at the end. Happy 
memories, RIP Dave.” 

Meanwhile, Barry Tricklebank 
wrote: “A legend as a player, brought 
some attacking players to Fellows 
Park during his time.” 

Les Bullock wrote: “Dave Mackay. 
One of the greats of British football, 
and of the history of Walsall FC.” 

Mackay was described by Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur as one of their greatest 
players and a minute’s silence was 
held before their Premier League clash 
with Swansea.

MORE than 1,500 people have signed a petition against a 
busy road being turned into a one-way system. Businesses 
and residents have raised concerns about proposals to alter 
Caldmore Road, as well as the lack of consultation.

Trader Akhlaq Hussain said: “We recognise there is an 
issue with traffic flow on Caldmore Road due to the amount 
of buses that are using the route en route to West Bro¬ 
mwich. The majority of the small businesses are already 
fighting hard to survive in the current climate “We urge the 
highway cabinet member to sit down with us and discuss a 
way forward as one-way is not acceptable. 

Councillor Mohammed Arif said: “Caldmore Village 
serves a diverse community. Implementation of a one-way 
will clog-up an already congested Corporation Street.” 


Children in 
drink alerts 
top 100 at 
the Manor 


MORE than 100 children aged under 16 were 
taken to a hospital after drinking too much 
alcohol in just 10 months - up almost 300 per 
cent from the previous year. 

A total of 104 youngsters under 16 were admitted 
to Walsall Manor Hospital for alcohol abuse from 
April last year to January. 


For the 12 months pre¬ 
vious to the period, the 
hospital had 36 under-16s 
go through its doors with 
drink-related issues. 

The figures, obtained in 
a Freedom of Information 
Act, also showed 150 young¬ 
sters aged under 18 were 
admitted for alcohol abuse 
from April last year to Jan¬ 
uary. This was up from 67 
in the 12 months before the 
period. In total, 1,060 people 
were admitted to the hospi¬ 
tal for alcohol abuse during 
the 10 months, up from 745 
in 2013/14. 

The increase in admis¬ 
sions could relate to the 
downgrading of County 
Hospital, which had its 
A&E department closed for 
overnight intake. The old 
Stafford Hospital is now 
run by the new University 
Hospitals of North Midlands 
NHS Trust. Councillor Pete

Smith, a member of Wal¬ 
sall’s Health and Wellbe¬ 
ing board, said: “It really 
is worrying, with under 16s 
you are talking about people 
who are accessing alcohol 
either through retail outlets 
which shouldn’t be selling to 
them or from home” 

He added that it was 
adding further pressure to 
the Manor, which has al¬ 
ready struggled with rising 
numbers of admissions. It 
means people with other 
issues are not being seen 
as quickly as they might be. 
It is difficult if someone is 
found in a state and needs 
to go to hospital even if they 
have had a drink. 

“They may need medical 
attention. You can’t just 
assume because people are 
intoxicated it is just that.”

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Children’s centre staff joy 
at outstanding rating 


A CHILDREN’S centre in Pelsall 
has been awarded an outstanding 
rating by Ofsted after their first 
inspection. Pelsall Sure Start Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre received the highest 
rating possible. 

The library-based centre was 
deemed outstanding in all three 
areas. It was judged on access to ser¬ 
vices by young children and families, 
the quality of practice and services 
and the effectiveness of leadership, 
governance and management. 

The service began in 2010 as an 
outreach service and moved into the 
building in 2012. It is one of 18 chil¬ 
dren’s centres in Walsall. 

Councillor Gary Perry, chair 
of the children’s centres advisory 


board said: “We have received great 
feedback from parents and we were 
confident that we would do well. To 
get outstanding was our aim but to 
actually achieve it is just fantastic.” 

The inspectors visited St Michael’s 
Primary School and observed ‘St 
Michael’s Mini’. They also observed 
‘Book Start’, and jointly observed 
‘Terrific Twos’ at Pelsall Children’s 
Centre with the centre manager. 

The Ofsted report found that in¬ 
formation sharing between the cen¬ 
tre and its partners is ‘exemplary’ 
and ‘highly effective’ outreach work 
have resulted in all children and 
their families being registered. It is 
open Monday to Friday, with addi¬ 
tional activities held at weekends.

Third of pitches at 
market are empty 

ALMOST a third of stalls on Walsall market are empty, a 
new report has revealed. There are 100 pitches available 
on the existing town centre market but a report by Wal¬ 
sall Council’s Planning Committee shows that recorded 
peak occupancy is just 51 traders over 70 pitches. 

Plans to relocate and downsize the market were on 
the agenda at a recent meeting. The proposals for the 
new market include operating during the same times, 
8.30am-5pm, but could see the market open seven days 
a week. 

Currently it does not open on Thursdays or Sundays. 
The market is located across The Bridge, Park Street, 
Bradford Street, Lower Hall Lane and Digbeth is sub¬ 
ject to a temporary planning permission which ends next 
month. If the application is approved, it would allow the 
transition from the existing layout to the permanent lo¬ 
cation. The new market would have 70 stalls. Plans were 
recommended for approval. 


Jail for son 
in theft of 
£1,000 ring 
and money 


A MAN who stole a £1,000 engagement ring 
and cash from the home of his mother’s 
neighbours whom he befriended has been 
jailed for two years. 

Liam Bedworth, aged 22, went into the property 
in Station Street, Darlaston, in the early hours of 
July 1 last year, Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. 


But the family’s pet 
dog started to bark and 
the noise woke up his dis¬ 
traught victims who saw 
him leaving the premises at 
about 3.30am. 

It was later discovered 
that the platinum ring and 
a handbag containing £40 
was missing. 

Mr Howard Searle, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the household¬ 
ers lived two doors away 
from Bedworth’s mother 
where he was staying at the 
time and they saw him as a 
friend. 

Confronted 

“When the husband 
looked outside to see what 
was going on the dog was 
outside and the defendant 
was in in the next door gar¬ 
den. 

“He confronted him, but 
Bedworth ran off and at 
that stage the police were 
called. 

“The handbag was recov¬ 
ered in an outbuilding at an 
adjoining property.” 

Mr Searle continued: “He 
made a partial confession 
by in a message via social 
media, but was arrested 
after he failed to turn up at 
the magistrates’ court and 
a warrant was issued for 
him,” Mr Searle said. 

In a statement the family 
said they had ‘trusted’ the 
defendant and the incident

had ‘caused them a great 
deal of upset’. 

Mr Searle said a child in 
the home had found out 
about what had happened 
and now has difficulty sleep¬ 
ing as a result. 

Bedworth admitted an of¬ 
fence of burglary at a previ¬ 
ous hearing. 

Miss Blondel Thompson, 
defending barrister, told the 
court that Bedworth, for¬ 
merly of Stoney Lane, Little 
Bloxwich, had been going 
through problems with alco¬ 
hol and financial difficulties, 
and was remorseful. 

But Mr Recorder Ciaran 
Rankin told him: “This is 
an extremely mean offence. 

“You were in a place of 
trust with the family which 
you breached. 

“In my view the premises 
was deliberately targeted. 

“You befriended the peo¬ 
ple, you knew the property 
and you knew the dog. 

You knew they were easy 
pickings.” 

He sentenced Bedworth 
to two years in prison. 

He must serve half of the 
term before being released. 

The defendant was also 
ordered to pay £120 victim’s 
surcharge. 


Screwdriver horror 
for workman in fall 


A WORKMAN renovating a Staffordshire pub was airlifted 
to hospital after falling on a 10-inch long screwdriver. 

Ambulance crews found the 60-year old with the tool 
sticking out of his abdomen at the Railway Tavern in Nor¬ 
ton Canes. 

They were called to the pub, in Norton Green Lane, at 
about 1.20pm yesterday. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service spokesman Murray 
MacGregor said: “The ambulance staff carefully dressed 
the wound while leaving the screwdriver, which had gone 
in several inches, in place. 

“He was also given pain relief and other drugs to coun¬ 
teract any internal bleeding. 

“He was then airlifted to the major trauma centre at 
Royal Stoke University Hospital for specialist treatment 
including the safe removal of the screwdriver. 

“It is hoped he will make a full recovery.”

Army medic was pride of town 


THE 137th Staffordshire Brigade 
made a vital and momentous contri¬ 
bution to the defeat of the Germans 
in the First World War when it broke 
the much-vaunted and formidable 
Hindenburg Line on the St Quentin 
Canal at Belleglise. 

This was the last German defensive 
barrier on the Western Front and it was 
stormed by soldiers drawn mostly from in 
and around Wolverhampton, Walsall, Bur- 
ton-on-Trent and Hanley. 

That victorious Brigade belonged to the 46th 
North Midland Division. It was one of the 14 
peace-time divisions of the Territorial Force, 
which had been organised in 1908 with the aim 
of training part-time soldiers for home defence 
in the event of war. 

As for the 137th Staffordshire Brigade it 
was made up of four battalions: two each from 
North and South Staffordshire. The 5th South 
Staffordshire Regiment had its headquarters 
and four companies at Walsall, with other com¬ 
panies at Bloxwich, Hednesford, Handsworth 
and Wednesbury; the 6th battalion was based 
in Wolverhampton, where it had three compa¬ 
nies, with others in Willenhall, Sedgley, Darlas- 
ton, Bilston and Tettenhall. Its main recruiting

centre was at the Drill Hall in Stafford Street, 
Wolverhampton. The Brigade was made up not 
only of infantrymen and gunners but also of en¬ 
gineers and medics, who belonged to the Field 
Ambulance of Royal Army Medical Corps. 

Among the Wolverhampton men of the l/3rd 
North Midland Field Ambulance was Lance 
Corporal William J Connolly, Army number 
421168. He was actively involved in the final 
months of the war, which began in March 1918 
when General Ludendorff launched the German 
Spring offensive as a last attempt to gain vic¬ 
tory. 

Its initial successes were dramatic and de¬ 
moralising, but after the Germans were finally 
repulsed in their attempts to capture Amiens, 
Ludendorff shifted his attacks to the north and 
the Ypres Salient in Flanders. In the Battle of 
Lys, his troops made significant gains but a final 
drive to capture the Channel ports was repulsed 
on April 29. 

With the battle still raging, the next evening 
L/Cpl Connolly was the duty NCO at an ad¬ 
vanced dressing station near to Gorre, a ham¬ 
let just to the east of Bethune that had been 


turned into a support post. That night and into 
the next day, it was heavily bombarded with 
mustard gas shells by the enemy. Distinguish¬ 
ing himself with conspicuous bravery, L/Cpl 
Connolly was awarded the Military Medal on 
August 30. The citation read that he ‘remained 
at duty, despite incessant vomiting, till he could 
neither see or stand. His courage and devotion 
to duty was a good example to the men of the 
unit, and to the gassed men of other units who 
were passing through the dressing station’. 

Having lost much of his sight, the valorous 
Wulfrunian was eventually moved to Bellahou- 
ston Hospital in Glasgow. Here he was visited 
by his wife of six months, Lillian, from whom he 
had been parted two days after their wedding. 

After his recovery, Bill Connolly returned 
to Wolverhampton and was presented with ‘a 
beautiful gold pocket watch’ which his grand¬ 
daughter Elizabeth Thompson is proud to have. 

Elizabeth is keen to know if this watch ‘was 
presented at a special ceremony and whether 
any other Wolverhampton men won medals and 
were given such a gift by the town’. She explains 
that before the Great War, her grandfather was 
‘a skilled Art Metal Worker, having served as 
an apprentice with F.J.J Gibbons from July 22, 
1907 to April 23, 1911’. Elizabeth remembers 
that because of the mustard gas, her grandfa¬ 
ther’s “chest and lungs were badly damaged’. 


She adds: “His eyesight was also impaired and 
I believe that he was the first person to have 
a corneal graft operation at Wolverhampton 
and West Midlands Eye Infirmary.” This came 
about because in 1942, Bill had a piece of grit 
removed from his left eye at the Infirmary. Dur¬ 
ing the examination of his eye it was discovered 
that there was something else seriously wrong 
with his eye - the mustard gas had badly af¬ 
fected his cornea. 

Bill began to go blind as his right eye was also 
impaired and then in 1951 a young German 
went to the Infirmary suffering from a tumour. 
However, the cornea remained healthy and 
after his eye was removed he gave permission 
for it to be grafted onto Bill’s left eye. 

Then the doctors turned their attention to 
Bill’s right eye. Then in December 1952 another 
German walked into the Infirmary. He had to 
have his eye removed but also helped the Eng¬ 
lishman. A few days later Bill had an operation 
and for several days afterwards lay in bed with 
his eyes covered in bandages until a nurse did 
not replace them in quite the usual way. 

In his words, Bill ‘took a sly peep’ and was 
filled with great joy. He could see to the end of 
the room‘like a brilliantly lit theatre. The wheel 
had gone full circle. The debt had been repaid in 
full. The Germans who had deprived him of his 
sight had given him back his sight’.

Poundland 
mogul cuts 
home price

THE founder of Black Coun¬ 
try success story Poundland 
has cut the price of his man¬ 
sion in a bid to find a buyer.

Dan gets claws 
into banjo style

INTERVIEW 


by Danny Farragher 


MIDLANDS musician Dan 
Walsh is considered the best 
clawhammer, five-string ban¬ 
jo player these isles have 
produced. 

However, it was sheer flook 
which started him on his journey 
to being a world renowned player. 

Walsh, now aged 27, from Baswich, 
Stafford began his musical journey as 
a pre-teen enamoured of the guitar. 

“I started playing guitar when I was 
about nine or ten and that was the 
dream, the guitar was where it was at, 
that is what I always wanted to do. 

“But then I got into Irish and Scot¬ 
tish music and heard the banjo and 
thought I would give it a go, I never 
really thought it would become the 
main instrument - just an extra to the 
guitar, but within a year it was what I 
was best at.” 

Accident 

This was where fate took a hand. 

“Choosing the five-string banjo was 
a complete accident,” laughs Walsh. 
“When I was 13, no one in Stafford re¬ 
ally knew anything about banjos. 

“I just heard it and thought I wanted 
to play it. I had no idea there were dif¬ 
ferent banjos or different ways of play¬ 
ing them. I just fancied the sound. 

“So my parents went to the local 
music shop and asked if they knew 
anyone who taught banjo, they were 
given the name of a guy from Cannock, 
George Davies. 

“I owe him everything. He was the 
best teacher I could have ever had. 

“When he mentioned teaching me 
clawhammer style it meant noth¬ 
ing to me, so I ended up playing five 
string and it wasn’t until about year 
later I realised I had ended up playing 
the wrong instrument. I realised the 
music and banjo I had been listening 
to was the tenor, but by then it was a 
bit late to change. 

“So then I had to find a way to play 
that kind of music (Irish/Scottish) 


clawhammer style which became 
something of a niche for me, so I can’t 
claim it was planned at all. But I am 
very glad it happened.” 

Walsh went on to study folk music 
at degree level in Newcastle upon 
Tyne which and he stayed in the 
North East for a couple of years after 
graduating before coming back to his 
home town. 

Although armed with a new knowl¬ 
edge of the music he played it was his 
previous lack of understanding about 
the banjo that was instrumental in his 
development and enthusiasm for the 
keeping things fresh and experimen¬ 
tal. 

“I never really had a specific idea 
of what the banjo did when I took it 
up. I had never heard of bluegrass so I 
never really had the firm idea of what 
it could do, and I think that’s probably 
never really left me. 

“It became a never-ending experi¬ 
ment and I felt there was so much that 


hadn’t been done with it that I could 
take it in new directions. 

“I remember meeting some Indian 
musicians in London and the music 
just blew my mind. It just immediately 
struck a chord with me and I really 
wanted to study the music, and I play 
the banjo, so it never occurred to me 
not to do it on the banjo.” 

This has also spurred something of a 
crusade in the musician to bring more 
banjo music to the masses. 

“I guess I am on a bit of a crusade. 
I don’t go out thinking this is banjo 
music and YOU ARE going to enjoy it, 
but I do like to win people round.” 

His new album Incidents & Acci¬ 
dents is due out on March 16 

Dan Walsh performs at The Wood¬ 
man Folk Club, Kingswinford on Fri¬ 
day. Entry is £6 for members and £1 
extra for non-members, show starts 
around 8.30pm. He then plays The 
Met at Gatehouse, Stafford on March 
17 at 8pm.

Rocker Noel is 
flying high again 


Album Reviews

MAYBE the title Chasing Yes¬ 
terday is Noel Gallagher’s re¬ 
tort to those who accuse him 
of recycling great sounds 
from rock’s past, be that The 
Beatles, Mod or Glam rock. 

Whatever, the second album, on 
his Sour Mash label, from Noel 
Gallagher’s High Flying Birds is 
his best work since 2002 Oasis al¬ 
bum Heathen Chemistry. 

It opens with Riverman, a Paul 
Weller-like title for a Weller-like song, 
then unleashes an absolute corker In 
The Heat Of The Moment, which rings 
bells literally and figuratively as a re¬ 
minder of prime Oasis. 

The Girl With X-Ray Eyes is a Bea- 
tles-ish stadium pleaser and Lock All 
The Doors is a guitar-grinding thriller. 

Most interesting is the jazzy psy¬ 
chedelic chugger The Right Stuff (the 
sort of song the Gallaghers would once 
have dismissed as ‘space jazz’) and 
funky rocker The Mexican. 

You Know We Can’t Go Back has 
a satisfying jangle and the soaring 
closer Ballad Of The Mighty I features 
former Smiths guitarist Johnny Marr 
for a double dose of Mancunian guitar 
brilliance. 

A deluxe version of the album fea¬ 
tures three extra new tracks and a 
remix of In The Heat Of The Moment. 

Liverpudlian X Factor runner-up 
Rebecca Ferguson was one of the 
show’s more interesting finds with a 
smoky vocal that suggested classic jazz 
and soul vocalists, and the chance to 
hear that kind of voice in contempo¬ 
rary setting. So at first Lady Sings The 
Blues seems a backward step for the 
singer, who is signed to Simon Cow¬ 
ell’s Syco label. 

Surely the singer is on a hiding to 
nothing performing songs by the in¬ 
imitable Billie Holiday, to whom she 
has been compared. However, Fegu- 
son aquits herself well with a more

soulful take on these classic songs, 
such as Embraceable You, That Ole 
Devil Called Love and God Bless The 
Child, recorded at LA’s legendary Cap¬ 
itol Studios. It is classy easy listening 
and Ferguson wisely doesn’t attempt 
a cover of Holiday’s most iconic, and 
chilling, song Strange Fruit. 

Dreamface (EML) is a seething 
album of alternative metal from pow¬ 
erhouse Liverpool trio Elevant, who 
contrast the hard riffing with acous¬ 
tic guitar interludes on their second 
album. Listen if you like Royal Blood, 
Muse or Queens of the Stone Age. 
Hawkwind-like howler Nothing is a 
highlight. 


Northern Ireland’s The Answer 
rock back with Raise A Little Hell (Na¬ 
palm Records), traditional swaggering 
heavy rock with fancy fretwork guitar 
solos and sore throated vocals. 

They’ll give Birmingham Institute 
in Digbeth a good rocking on March 
20 . 

Only a year on from their debut 
album Down Like Gold, Isle of Wight’s 
Champs (brothers Michael and David 
Champion) are fine tuning their mel¬ 
ancholy pop sound on Vamala (Play It 
Again Sam). 

Michael’s vocals have a hint of 
Robin Gibb and their songs a slightly 
otherworldly feel, like Crowded House 
recorded by Joe Meek. 

Enjoyment of The Slow Show en¬ 
tirely depends on what you make of 
singer Rob Goodwin’s mannered vo¬ 
cals, kind of Lou Reed meets Leonard 
Cohen. 

Contemporary 

The Mancunian band make a moody 
meditative sound on White Water 
(Haldern Pop Recordings), like Elbow 
with a hangover. 

Classy country music duo The 
Shires (Crissie Rhodes and Ben Earle) 
hail from the Home Counties rather 
than Nashville but they make fine 
contemporary country songs on Brave, 
released on the Decca Nashville label. 
In a similar vein to Lady Antebellum. 
They play Birmingham Institute on 
April 17. 

Practically unheard of in the UK, 
The Goldebriars released a couple of 
folk albums in mid-1960s America be¬ 
fore their third was shelved because 
they split up. 

You can hear the roots of sunshine 
pop in the gorgeous harmonies of 
sisters Dotti and Sheri Holmberg. 
If things had gone better they could 
have been rivals to The Mamas & the 
Papas. 

Now Sounds have released the first 
anthology of the group, Walkin’ Down 
The Line: The Best Of The Goldebri¬ 
ars, with 30 tracks including both al¬ 
bums, demos and material that was 
intended for the ill-fated third album.

Looking back at 30 
years of a TV classic

o Australian soap has been as 
indelible as Neighbours on 
British culture. 

From those early lunchtime 
screenings on BBC1, the saga of 
Ramsay Street folk has touched a 
chord with millions. 

It helped make recording stars of 
Kylie Minogue and Jason Donovan; 
was a training ground for Hollywood 
talent such as Russell Crowe, Guy 
Pearce, Margot Robbie and Alan Dale, 
while characters such as Karl and 
Susan Kennedy have become 
household names. 

In Neighbours 30th: The Stars 
Reunite (Wednesday, Channel 5, 
10pm), Kylie, Guy, Margot, Jason and 
Delta Goodrem reflect on their time in 
the show. 

Stefan Dennis (Paul Robinson) and 
Tim Phillipps (Daniel Robinson) 
introduce proceedings, and welcome 
Ian Smith and Anne Charleston 
(Harold and Madge Bishop), Mark 
Little (Joe Mangel) and Craig 
McLachlan (Henry Ramsay). 

Paul Robinson, arguably the 
greatest soap villain since JR, has 
been a dream role for Stefan Dennis. 


“He’s a great part,” enthuses the 
seasoned thespian. “People say to 
me, ‘What’s your favourite storyline 
that you’ve ever done on Neighbours?’ 
That’s one of the hardest questions for 
me, partly because of the amount of 
years I’ve been on the show, and 
because my character and my 
storylines are so diversified, I can 
never answer that question.” 

Stefan appeared in that first episode 
30 years ago, had a dozen years off, 
and then returned to Ramsay Street. A 
decade later he’s still going strong. 

“I came back for two weeks as a 
guest star. It was, as they say, ‘an offer 
too good to refuse! It is funny because 
I’ll mention (on set), ‘That storyline I 
did a couple of years ago; and one of 
the cast members will say, ‘That was 
six years ago!” 

Stefan might be happy to talk about 
the show which made his name, but 
Jason Donovan is more reluctant to 
reflect on the era when Scott and 
Charlene’s wedding won the hearts of 
millions. 

‘There’s a whole bunch of fans that 
have an emotional connection with 
that. It’s a long time ago. I certainly 


understand how there’s a big affection 
for it...” 

Alan Fletcher is far happier chatting 
about his roles in the beloved soap. 
That’s right, he’s played someone 
other than ace doctor Karl Kennedy. 

“It was the late Eighties and I played 
a character called Greg Cooper, who 
was a mechanic. I played him for three 
weeks,” he recalls. 

‘They asked me to come back and 
do a year on Neighbours, but I 
declined because I was busy working 
in the theatre. Mercifully they didn’t 
forget about me and I went back to 
work for them seven years later.” 

Alan returned to the show as Karl in 
1994, but didn’t have a clue that the 
role would dominate his life. 

“I had no concept of the show 
lasting that long,” he remarks. 

‘Also, as a working actor, you 
never really like to think about how 
long a cult’s going to go. I signed a 
one-year contract and I thought, ‘ 

A year on Neighbours. That’ll be 
really cool! Then they extended it by 
another year. I thought, ‘Great. 

Another year. Terrific! And then I 
blinked,” he laughs.

Looks like a 
hooligan but 
behaves like 
a gentleman

Shock, horror! Ford has put a diesel engine in 
the Focus ST for the first time. Is it the end of 
performance Fords as we know them, or just 
another chapter in an enduring Anglo-Ameri¬ 
can love story? 

The engine in question is a tuned-up version of the 
same 2.0-litre one you’ll find elsewhere in the Focus 
range, so it’s far from being any sort of race-bred or 
sports-inspired motor. Instead, it gives Ford’s hatch¬ 
back standard bearer low running costs for the first 
time ever. 

Here’s an eyebrow-raiser for the purists: there are no 
visual differences between this and the full-fat 247bhp pet¬ 
rol-engined hooligan-mobile. 

None. 

You also get the same choice of colours, including the 
new Stealth Grey ably modelled by the ‘Wagon’ estate you 
see in the pictures. 

The petrol Focus ST has earned a reputation as a bit of 
a lout and we love it for that. It’s not the most powerful hot 
hatch but every one of its horses runs riot at the first chance. 
The diesel simply can’t walk the same walk, but its styling 
talks the talk and will command respect. 

If you’re desperately scratching for ways to make a case 
to your better half in favour of buying an ST, you could tech¬ 
nically argue that the lowered suspension makes it easier 
to get bags in and out of the boot. Those springs do create 
something of a busy ride, though. 

Rejoice, for the awful dashboard of the previous model 
has been replaced with a much neater setup, divided into 
three sections covering audio, heating and infotainment. 
The latter comes courtesy of an eight-inch touch-screen 
bejewelled with colourful graphics and the capacity for split¬ 
screen usefulness. 


Limits 

The diesel pulls hard out of bends through second and 
third, tugging at the steering wheel even in the dry, but soon, 
from the gloriously figure-hugging front seats, you realise 
you’ve reached its limits. It’s good fun, but it still sounds like 
a diesel and its performance ceiling is much lower than its 
petrol twin’s. The Wagon has a slightly dubious power-steer¬ 
ing calibration, too, with a strong urge to self-centre all the 
time. 

Mind you, when you press on along a twisty road you get 
a glimpse of its impressive balance and outright cross-coun¬ 
try potential. It’s like a gazelle after a heavy lunch; ultimately 
agile and alert, but hampered by a bit of extra weight that it’s 
better off without. 

It makes more sense as a fast cruiser, where its more laid- 
back engine dynamics and stable chassis gobble up miles 
like kids unleashed upon free chocolate. If only that ride 
quality wasn’t so persistently active. 

Buying diesel brings you a road tax bill of a piffling £20 
per year. 

And if you’re as gentle as a breeze in Toytown in your 
dealings with the throttle, apparently you could get 67mpg. 
But don’t count on it. 

On the other hand the diesel is exactly the same price 
as the petrol, making even the top-spec ST-3 a very tempt¬ 
ing £25,995 - a good chunk cheaper than its rivals. You’ll 
be asked for £22,195 for an ST-1 model but don’t pay it. 
Some measure of dealer discount should be offered on all 
versions. 

The petrol ST is for out-and-out thrill-seekers. The sort of 
people who enjoy bungee-jumping over shark-infested wa¬ 
ters while drinking black market tequila with Tabasco sauce 
chasers. The diesel is designed for people who want the 
ST’s looks and a measure of the performance, but with run¬ 
ning costs that are much less likely to cause heart problems. 

If this car was a ... bakery showpiece it would be a three- 
tier, ultra-indulgent iced fruit cake, but with half the fat.

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Insignia 
- back to 
the front?

Welcome to Britain’s best selling traditional 
family car. Yes, you heard that right Vauxhall’s 
Insignia. Launched in 2008 as a more stylish 
replacement for the uninspiring Vectra, this 
model was instantly well received, carrying 
off the coveted 2009 Car of the Year title and 
racking up impressive sales at the same time 
as other mainstream brands were struggling. 

This improved model has had a thorough chassis 
update tested on proper bumpy British roads, with a 
redesigned rear suspension system to improve ride 
comfort and a steering calibration refreshment that’s 
brought a more direct feel through the corners. 

And both of those issues can be further improved if you 
tick the extra-cost box for the FlexRide adaptive damping 
system. 

You can’t fault the effort that’s gone into all of this - over 
60 percent of the chassis componentry is new - but it’s not 
enough to make this into a car you’d really describe as ‘re¬ 
warding’. 

What it does do is perfect what was there in the first place. 
For most of the people, most of the time, this, dynamically, is 
all the car they will ever need, quietly and effectively getting 
on with the job of getting you from A to B. 

Refinement 

The ‘quietly’ bit’s important. Almost all Insignia buyers 
want a diesel and though the original version of Vauxhall’s 
2.0 CDTi unit had many merits, refinement wasn’t one of 
them. In fact, it was one of the noisiest, rattliest diesels in 
its class. 

But isn’t now. Though at the launch of this revised version, 
an old 2.0 CDTi 130 unit was still being offered as a range 
price leader, most sales emphasis these days is put on the 
two entry-level 2.0 CDTi ecoFLEX units, offering either 120 
or 140PS. 

There’s also a less frugal 163PS version and a potent 
195PS 2.0 CDTi Biturbo. 

In the petrol range, there’s also a cheap old-tech engine 
choice - the 140PS 1.8i unit - but again, more emphasis 
is being put on the modern turbo powerplant offerings, the 
140PS 1.4T, the 170PS 1.6 SIDI and the 250PS 2.0 SIDI. At 
the top of the range, a 325PS 2.0 V6 continues in the VXR 
SuperSports model. 

This VXR has 4WD but the only other model in the range 
that gets it is the Country Tourer estate version which, with 
its raised ride height, aims to offer an SUV alternative. 

Outside, there are detail improvements front and rear that 
aim to bring a wider and lower look to the hatch, saloon 
and Sports Tourer estate bodystyles that, as before, make 
up the range. That’s certainly the feel you get from the front 
end with its redesigned high-gloss chrome grille and thinner 
logo bar cradling a prominent Griffin badge and including 
winglets that link with the sleeker gloss black-trimmed head¬ 
lights. 


Up-to-date 

And inside? Well it feels a great deal more up to date, with 
many of the previously scattered and confusing little but¬ 
tons tidied up onto a (sadly optional) central 8-inch colour 
touchscreen that deals with everything from navigation to 
audio selections, Bluetooth ‘phone functions to a series of 
Vauxhall-sourced apps. 

There’s even a slightly cheap-feeling touchpad behind 
the gearlever that accepts one, two or three finger gestures 
for the various operating functions - or you can press a but¬ 
ton on the steering wheel and activate the whole thing by 
voice control. 

More hi-tech can be viewed through the redesigned 
three-spoke leather-trimmed steering wheel where you’ll 
find an instrument cluster with another 8-inch high resolu¬ 
tion display. 

This one, also optional and framed by conventional ana¬ 
logue gauges either side, is primarily there to show a virtual 
speedometer but can also be configured to display all sorts 
of information such as smartphone or audio use - or even 
navigation. 

Out back, the hatch most choose offers a 530-litre boot - 
with 540-litres on offer in the Sports Tourer estate. 

In theory, Insignia pricing covers a very wide span - any¬ 
where between £17,000 and £33,000. 

In practice, almost all Insignia sales are concentrated in 
the £17,000 to £22,000 bracket, with most of those going 
to business buyers who usually want one of the 2.0-litre 
CDTi diesel variants. Paying much more than that for this 
car takes it into the BMW 3 Series dominated compact ex¬ 
ecutive saloon bracket where mainstream makers usually 
struggle. 

Talking of saloons, there’s is a four-door Insignia saloon 
bodystyle as a no-cost option to the more familiar five-door 
hatch, but it comes with a much smaller range of trim and 
engine choices.

B Teams 
plans will 
be opposed, 
says Smith 

WALSALL boss Dean Smith 
thinks proposals to introduce 
Premier League B teams in the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy will be 
opposed by clubs in Leagues One 
and Two. 

Discussions are ongoing among 
clubs in the Football League’s bot¬ 
tom two tiers over whether to per¬ 
mit under-21 teams to enter the 
competition from next season. 

But Smith, who this season has 
led the Saddlers to a first-ever ap¬ 
pearance at Wembley through the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy, believes 
the idea will be unpopular with 
both clubs and fans. 

“For me, what would support¬ 
ers want to go and see?” he said. 
“Would they want to see a Walsall 
v Bristol City final or a Manches¬ 
ter United B v Arsenal B final? 

“I think that is the way the 
lower league clubs and smaller 
league clubs would see it. I would 
certainly feel that way. 

“We talk about the development 
of players for the national team, I 
think we are part of that. “Michael 
Cain getting games here and Jordy 
Hiwula getting games here, is part 
and parcel of players going out 
on loan and experiencing games 
at men’s level in League One and 
League Two.” 

Under the proposals, the Trophy 
would begin with teams divided 
into 16 regionalised groups of four, 
each containing an under-21 team. 

The B team idea was first devel¬ 
oped by FA Chairman Greg Dyke 
as part of his Commission set up 
to find ways of improving the Eng¬ 
land national team. 

But it has faced severe criticism, 
with the notion of introducing B 
teams into the Football League 
pyramid rejected last year. 

Keeper dealt a

The latter feeling is how it’s been for a while for 
Wolves. 

Whenever the team has been found wanting Jack¬ 
ett has found a solution. On Saturday the same 
could be said to reinforce the opinion that the head 
coach is his own man. 

He decided he needed to go ‘back to the future’ by 
dusting off his 4-2-3-1 formation, ditching the 4-4-2 
that had largely worked so well for the previous six 
games. 

For the first time from the start, he deployed the 
recently under-used James Henry in the No. 10 role. 

But Henry has the intelligence, subtlety of touch 
and vision to justify his manager’s faith in him and 
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he responded with a man of the match performance. 

Henry always looks to have the urgency about 
him to maintain a good tempo and so it proved 
as Wolves took the game to free-flowing Watford 
throughout in arguably the best game seen at Mo- 
lineux this season. 

Benik Afobe gave the home side the perfect start 
in the 14th minute with his seventh goal in 11 
games for his new club, taking his tally to 26 for the 
season which made him the leading marksman in 
all four divisions. 

Combination 

Even at £2m, Afobe looks a steal. It’s difficult to 
recall a Wolves striker with the combination of such 
control, quick feet, pace and movement. 

And he showed all those qualities as he effort¬ 
lessly brought down Kevin McDonald’s pass before 
taking a touch and slotting it past keeper Heurelho 
Gomes. 

Wolves retained the initiative after the goal, but

THREE times in the last fort¬ 
night, Walsall have been sec¬ 
ond best by a distance. 

Take the previous weekend’s insipid 
outing against Orient, throw in the first 
hour at Preston, repeat for 90 minutes 
and that should give you a distinct fla¬ 
vour of what the Saddlers served up at 
Oakwell. 

There might have been justified complaints 
about George Waring’s Diego Maradona impres¬ 
sion for the hosts’ opener. But when you fail to 
register a shot on target in the entire game, per¬ 
haps there are more pressing concerns. 

Whatever the ugly nature of Waring’s first, 
his second 19 minutes time merely confirmed 
his side’s dominance and they might have added 
more than Sam Winnall’s late effort as they can¬ 
tered to victory. 

That has been an all too familiar occurrence for 
the Saddlers of late and must surely be the chief 
concern for manager Dean Smith. 

When asked about the progress the club has 
made in his four years at the helm, he often 
speaks of their ability to compete in each game 
but they have been disconcertingly erratic of late. 

Distraction 

A Wembley date looming into view might ap¬ 
pear the obvious source of distraction yet as 
Smith has been at pains to point out, it should 
be a means of motivation for players battling for 
places. 

On Saturday, few if any emerged with any 
credit. Reece Flanagan, who suppliea an excellent 
lofted pass for Jordy Hiwula on the hour mark, 
was probably the pick of the bunch and with Sam 
Mantom back on the bench - the one piece of good 
news for the Saddlers on Saturday - his inspira¬ 
tion was clear.
